DIVISION NO. 1. 


Miss Anna E. ‘Thompson has with energy and success prosecuted 
her work in this school throughout the year, in view of which we 
can reaffirm the commendations she has already received, as an 
efficient, faithful teacher. 

For excellence in penmanship this school excelled, and it is cred- 
itable alike to teacher and pupils that the writing books were 
models of neatness, showing that special attention had been given 
to this important but somewhat neglected branch. 


DIVISION NO. 2. 


Spring term taught by Miss Caroline S. Thompson, a graduate of 
Tilton Seminary, and a teacher with three years’ experience. 

Rarely has it been our good fortune to place in our schools a 
lady possessing more refinement of mind and heart. 

No teacher could manifest a more earnest desire faithfully to 
perform every duty, not only in instructing those under her charge 
in the definite lines of study, but to aid them in every possible way 
to form a noble character. We are sorry-to say her efforts were 
not appreciated on the part of some who took advantage of her 
amiable disposition. At the end of the spring term she resigned 
her position. 

Miss Esther A. Bradley, a teacher having previous experience in 
our town schools, was engaged for fall and winter terms. 

Under her administration the necessity of prompt and unques- 
tioning obedience, asubject of the utmost importance in this school, 
was soon taught the pupils, and they were inspired to improve 
their manners and develop their minds ; in fact, to do their best. 

We have never visited a schoolroom where the change and 
progress has been more marked, thus demonstrating the fact that 
obedience to lawful authority must be secured by teachers if our 
schools are to attain their greatest usefulness. 


DIVISION NO. 3. 


Miss Margie P. Green was placed in charge at the beginning of 
the spring term, and brought to this school the same affable man-

ner of governing and unreserved personal interest in her pupils 
which had proved a strong element in her popularity and success 
during the thirteen terms taught in Division 4. 

Her good scholarship enabled her to render ready assistance to 
the more advanced, and she speedily gained the good will and 
affection of the school. | 

A commendable amount of work was accomplished, but much to 
the surprise of the Board of Education and regret of her pupils, she 
closed her connection with the school at the end of the fall term. 

Miss Ida M. Slack taught the winter term with her accustomed 
skill, being as capable, alert, systematic and successful as in previous 
terms. ‘The pupils were as enthusiastic and faithful, and the classes 
manifested the same proficiency and progress as under her guidance 
last year. No one can question the expediency of continuing this 
school under the same management. | 


DIVISION NO. 4. 


A winter term was taught by Miss Grace E. Gowen, a graduate of 
the Salem Normal School, who proved herself in every way quali- 
fied to advance the education of those under her care. ne 

Her methods are in keeping with the demands of the times, and 
by making her instruction practical, broad, complete, she developed 
the best in each pupil. 

A good type of order has prevailed, and the quality and amount 
of work accomplished merited our approval. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


It is gratifying to report, at the close of the year, an improve- 
ment in our schools. | 

They have been for the most part under the instruction of 
teachers who realized the importance of the responsibility resting 
upon them. 

Actuated by a regard for their profession, and encouraged by 
appreciative kindly parents, and earnest, faithful pupils, they have 
given to our schools a character which, we think, will compare 
favorably with any in the past.

Teachers may differ widely in their personal characteristics, as 
well as their methods of.instruction, and yet be equally successful. 
It is also true that, all other things being equal, the teacher who has 
been carefully instructed in the best methods and has received the 
most thorough training, will excel in her school work. 

At the beginning of the year we considered the importance of 
placing the right teacher in the right place, knowing that there are 
those who might succeed in some schools, while they would fail 
in others. 

We have also come to believe with that noted educator, Horace 
Mann, that ‘The dearest of all earthly things is a cheap 
teacher, ’’ and therefore have endeavored to retain the services of 
those who possessed progressive ideas and who proved successful in 
their positions. 

Again in our report we would call attention to the fact that the 
incidental teaching of morals is of more importance than formal 
teaching of regular studies, for “‘ Character is above mere intelli- 
gence.” | 

On account of the limited number of pupils in Division 4, it was 
thought advisable by the Board of Education to close that school 
during the summer months, believing that better results would be 
obtained by conveying pupils to Division 1. 

By so doing over a dollar a day was saved, while the children 
gained a fresh impetus for study from their daily contact witha 
larger number of students. 

We notice by educational journals that the subject of music is 
receiving additional attention in the schools throughout the 
country, and feel assured that if something in the way of system- 
atic instruction in this branch was introduced into our schools it 
would be of inestimable value. 

All school houses are needing repairs, at an estimated cost of not 
less than $150.00.
